Results  of  the  studentbody 
constitution  amendment  election 
arc  expected  to  be  announced 
early  Thursday,  it  was  reported 
by  John  Hunter,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  election. 

He  explained  that  the  ballots 
had  not  yet  been  counted  be- 
cause “not  enough  members  of 
the  Elections  Committee  were 
available  to  undertake  the  job." 

A HEAVY  VOTE  was  reported 
after  the  registration  day  bal- 
loting. Election  workers  handed 
registering  students  their  ballot 
as  a part  of  the  registration  pro- 
cedure. 

Student  leaders  speculated 
that  since  the  vote  was  so  heavy, 
a determined  effort  to  thwart 
passage  of  the  measure  had 
failed. 

Three-fourths  affirmative  vote 


of  all  voting  students  is  required 
for  passage  of  an  amendment, 
provided  that  at  least  fifty  per 
oent  of  the  studentbody  votes. 

EFFORTS  to  vote  the  amend- 
ment down  began  soon  after  the 
Legislative  Council  voted  to  re- 
fer the  proposal  to  the  student- 
body.  Inter-Organizational  Couut 
cil  members  repeatedly  claimed 
that  their  group  should  have  rep- 
resentation in  the  Senate,  which 
the  legislative  body  will  be  cal- 
led if  the  amendment  passes. 

Expected  immediately  is  an 
election  for  four  additional  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate,  should  the 
new  all-elected  legislature  be 
put  into  effect.  The  Executive 
Council  was  empowered  by  Leg- 
islative Council  to  call  the  elec- 
tion.

THE  WARDS  WILL  be  organ- 
ized to  provide  ample  opportun- 
ity for  religious  development  for 
all  the  students  and  executive 
I experience  for  some,  Elder  Ben- 
nion said.  Key  ward  and  stake 
positions  will  probably  be  filled 
by  students. 

I According  to  Elder  Bennion 
the  biggest  problem  faced  in  or- 
ganizing the  stake  is  integration 
with  the  social  program  of  the 
University.

Eisenhower  Sends  Farm  Program  to  Congress 
WASHINGTON  (AP) — President  Eisenhower  plans  to  send 
to  Congress  on  Monday  a new  farm  program  aimed  at  price  stabil- 
ization through  disposal  of  present  crop  surpluses  and  prevention 
of  future  oversupply  . 

A general  idea  of  what  to  expect  in  the  way  of  administration 
agricultural  plans — a matter  of  high  political  potency  in  an  elec- 
tion year — was  presented  Wednesday  to  Republican  members  of 
the  House  Agriculture  Committee  by  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Benson  at  a private  breakfast. 


Reds  Pound  Quemoy 

TAIPEI,  Formosa  (AP) — Communist  Chinese  artillery 
blasted  Nationalist-held  Quemoy  and  Little  Quemoy  islands  Wed- 
nesday with  the  heaviest  one-day  pounding  in  more  than  a year, 
the  official  Nationalist  Central  News  Agency  said.

WASHINGTON  (AP) — Sen.  Monroney  (D-Okla)  charged 
Wednesday  that  President  Eisenhower’s  power  to  fire  his  appoin- 
tees was  assumed  by  others  in  the  ouster  of  Frederick  B.  Lee  as 
civil  aeronautics  administrator,  during  the  President’s  illness. 

California  Goes  to  Court 

WASHINGTON  (AP) — California  Wednesday  asked  the 
Supreme  Court  to  reconsider  its  decision  denying  a request  that 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  be  made  co-defendants  in  a suit  involving 
division  of  waters  of  the  Colorado  River  System. 


There  is  usually  a slight  de- 
crease winter  quarter.  Last

Tuesday,  registration  officials 
handed  out  7,463  packets.  Some 
students  who' 'received  packets 
did  not  complete  their  registra- 
tion that  day.  Dean  Crandall  es- 
timated 400-500  more  students 
would  register  within  the  next 
10  days. 

SEVERAL  changes  in  regis- 
tration procedure  this  quarter 
have  contributed  to  speeding  the 
process  and  are  expected  to  in- 
crease accuracy.  Secretaries  at 
the  deans'  tables  speeded  tabu- 
lations by  marking  statistical 
information  on  the  enrollment 
cards  with  electrographic  pen- 
cils. These  cards  have  previous- 
ly been  machine  punched  by 
machine-accounting  department. 

This  made  it  possible  to  com- 
plete class  rolls  by  Wednesday 
afternoon,  marking  the  first 
time  in  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity registration  history  that 
rolls  were  completed  by  the  day 
after  registration.  Also  for  the 
first  time  students'  majors  will 
be  listed  on  all  class  rolls. 

THIS  QUARTER  students  will 
not  be  allowed  to  change,  drop 
or  add  classes  until  Friday 
morning.  This  delay  is  expected 
to  reduce  the  chance  for  regis- 
tration errors  as  well  as  allow 
registrar  and  machine  account- 
ing personnel  to  work  more  ef- 
ficiently. 

By  Friday  registration  assist- 
ants should  have  a record  of 
each  student’s  -present  registra- 
tion to  check  when  asked  for 
class  changes.  In  the  past  stu- 
dents have  registered  for  the 
wrong  section  of  a class,  for 
the  same  class  twice  or  dropped 
classes  for  which  they  were  not 
registered.

Witness  the  Colorado  and  Oregon  series  when  one  night 
. the  teams  blocked,  tackled,  and  mangled  each  other  on  the 
BYU  court;  the  next  evening,  fouls  were  called  that^were  of 
the  "brush”  or  inconsequential  variety.  This  is  standardi- 
1 zatlon? 

J The  Universe  harped  upon  officiating  enough  last  year  that  we 
should  have  been  awarded  a pony  from  the  group  so  that  we  would 
ride  it  instead  of  the  men  with  the  whistles. 

But  the  facts  remain  that  unless  we  can  become  standardized 
in  our  own  area,  there  is  little  hope  for  our  cagers  in  their  own 
backyard,  let  alone  on  a national  basis. 

Cagers  Unranked 

Brigham  Young's  cagers,  with  an  impressive  8-3  record  against 
major  opposition  and  two  record-breaking  perfomances  in  the 
Motor  City  Tourney,  was  ranked  only  19th  in  the  INS  poll;  26th 
in  the  UP  poll;  and  unranked  in  the  AP  survey. 

It’s  nice  to  be  nationally  recognized,  and  while  the  ratings  seem 
inconsistent  (Utah,  with  a 6-3  record  is  ranked  8th)  with  the  re- 
sults. we  still  have  a hunch  that  the  Cougars  will  be  heard  from 
again.  Coach  Watts’  club  is  too  good  to  remain  out  of  the  national 
limelight  for  long. 

Other  Tidbits 

Curiosity  is  mounting,  mounting,  mounting  over  who  the  new 
football  coach  will  be.  After  watching  some  of  the  bowl  games,  we 
realize  that  our  team  and  physical  setup  have  a long  way  to  go  to 
achieve  that  national  prominence  deserving  a school  the  fibre  of 
Brigham  Young. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  school  will  once  and  for  all  decide  to 
go  “first  class”  and  thus  enhance  its  reputation.  This  is  a 
wonderful  missionary  opportunity — that  has  been  proved  by 
our  nationally  prominent  basketball  team — and  should  receive 
full  consideration  from  that  viewpoint.
